The United States Department of the 
Treasury through their Mint Bicentennial 
Coin Program is producing uncirculated 
sets of the official United States 40% silver 
Bicentennial coins.

SOCIAL SECURITY TAX IN- 
CREASES WITH NEW YEAR 


Effective January 1, the maximum taca- 
ble wage base for Social Security (FICA) 
will be $15,300. This is an increase of 
$1,200 over the 1975 maximum base of 
$14,100. The tax increase is applicable to 
the first paycheck in 1976 even if all or part 
of the pay was earned during 1975. 

The increase in the taxable wage base 
means that in 1976 the maximum tax will 
be $895.05 for the wage or salary earner 
(and a like amount for his employer) as 
opposed to the maximum of $824.45 each. 
This increase of up to $140.40 per 
employee (the employee pays half and the 
employer pays the other half) together 
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with the increase for the self-employed 
will affect most workers. 

What all of this means to you is that you 
will have a slight increase in your FICA 
taxes in 1976 and a resulting decrease in 
your take home pay.

FORT WILDERNESS 
RUNDOWN

At present there are 712 campsites av- 
ailable in Ft.Wilderness, with plans for 
expanding to 825 by next summer. . . and 
eventually reaching 1200. Campsites are 
$12.48 per night and this includes free use 
of WDW transportation. Employees may 
rent campsites at a 50% discount during 
the off-season (Sept. 1 to the week prior to 
Thanksgiving; the week after Thanksgiv- 
ing to Dec. 15; and from Jan. 7 to Easter). 
For those who don’t have campers, Ft. 
Wilderness also rents Airstream trailers. 
They sleep six people and are scattered 
throughout the Campgrounds. 

Guests from the local area visiting for 
the day have an admission of $2. for adults 
and $1 for children (ages 3-16), entitling 
them to basically the same facilities as a 
Campground guest. Entrance for day vis- 
itors is by way of the steam train with no 
admission charge after 4:30 pm. 





Facilities inside Ft. Wilderness include 
two Trading Posts for groceries, camping 
supplies and attraction tickets, a dock area 
for boating, water skiing, a beach for 
swimming, Pioneer Hall with its restaur- 
ant and two dinner shows nightly, several 
playgrounds, a petting zoo, a campfire- 
movie program, marshmallow roast activ- 
ity, and bike, canoe, and pedal boat ren- 
tals.

More development, particularly in the 
recreational field, is being planned. The 
Tri-Circle-D Ranch is currently being 
moved to make room for a major swim- 
ming and water recreational facility, 
scheduled to be completed next May, and 
when the Ranch reopens in June of next 
year, it will be greatly expanded. Also a 
major recreation area is scheduled for fis- 
cal year ‘77. This will include tennis, 
shuffleboard, handball, volleyball, and 
basketball courts, tetherball, a playground 
and an exercise course, as well as an am- 
pitheatre for the campfire program.

MAIN GATE PASS POLICY 


The 1976 Main Gate Passes have recently 

been distributed to all eligible employees. 

There have been a number of questions 

regarding the proper use of the pass, so 

EYES & EARS talked with Admissions to 

get the full details. The following policies 

apply to every type of Main Gate Pass: 

1. Main Gate Passes allow the pass owner and 
guests use of Walt Disney World transporta- 
tion systems and admission to the Magic 
Kingdom Pass Entrance. All Main Gate Pas- 
ses have the number of guests allowed entr- 
ance printed on the back of the pass. . . not 
including the passholder. 

2. Passowners with larger families may have a 
larger number printed on the back of the 
pass. He is allowed to bring in this number 
with this pass. 

3. All Main Gate Passes are not transferrable 
and remain the property of Walt Disney, 
World, as stated on the back of the pass. 

4. Main Gate Passes are not accepted when 
special ticket is the only admission to a sp 
cial event or private party. 

5. Indentification must be shown upon signing 
the pass sheet at the Magic Kingdom Pass 
Entrance. 

6. All Main Gate Passes may only be used once 
per day. 

7. The spouse of a passowner may use the pass 
upon presenting proof of being married to 
the passowner. The spouse counts as a guest 
when Mr. and Mrs. are together in the party. 
Sons and daughters may not use this pass. 

8. Disneyland Main Gate Passes are accepted 
at Walt Disney World and vice versa.
